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By  an  order  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  which  came  into  force  on 
the  1st  day  of  July,  1898,  permanently  constituting  ”The  Swansea  Port  Sanitary 
Authority,”  the  limits  of  jurisdiction  are  set  forth  in  Section  II.  Article  10. 

SECTION  II  - The  jurisdiction  of  the  said  Port  Sanitary  Authority  shall 
extend  to  all  that  part  of  the  said  Port  of  Swansea  which  lies  on  the  landward 
side  of  a straight  line  drawn  from  Mumbles  Point  to  the  South-eastern  extremity 
of  the  said  Port  at  Nash  Point,  together  with  the  waters  of  the  said  Port  of 
Swansea  within  suoh  limits,  and  all  docks,  basins,  harbours,  creeks,  rivers, 
ohannels,  roads,  bays,  and  streams  within  the  aforesaid  limits,  and  the  place 
or  places  which  may  from  time  to  time  be  appointed  as  the  Customs  Boarding 
Station  or  Stations  for  such  part  of  the  said  Port,  and  the  place  or  places 
for  the  time  being  appointed  for  the  mooring  or  anchoring  of  ships  for  suoh 
part  of  the  said  Port  under  any  Regulations  for  the  prevention  of  the  spread 
of  diseases  issued  under  the  authority  of  the  Statutes  in  that  behalf,  and  for 
the  purposes  of  any  such  Regulations  as  aforesaid  shall  also  extend  to  any  ship 
which  in  pursuance  thereof,  or  of  any  directions  given  thereunder,  shall  be 
moored  or  anchored  at  the  place  appointed  thereunder  as  aforesaid,  or  whioh 
shall  be  on  its  way  thither. 

Contributing  Authorities 

The  Contributing  Riparian  Authorities  are  the  County  Borough  of  Swansea, 
the  Boroughs *bf  Port  Talbot  and  Neath,  the  Urban  District  of  Porthcawl  and 
the  Rural  Districts  of  Cowbridge,  Neath  and  Penybont.

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  as  the  Port  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  to  the  Swansea  Port  Health  Authority  for  the  year  ended  31 st  December, 

1967. 


This  is  the  94th  Annual  Report  and  has  been  made  in  accordance  with 
Regulation  12  (4)  of  the  Public  Health  Officers  (Port  Health  Districts) 
Regulations,  1959  and  has  been  prepared  on  the  lines  indicated  on  Form  Port  20 
of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

During  the  year  1967,  6,452  vessels  with  a total  net  tonnage  of  4,723,981 
tons  entered  the  ports  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Authority.  This  represents 
an  increase  of  511  vessels  and  an  increase  of  110,753  in  the  net  tonnage  when 
compared  with  the  figures  for  the  year  1 966 . 

Fifteen  cases  of  notifiable  and  other  infectious  diseases  occurred  among 
the  passengers  and  crew  of  ships  which  entered  the  ports  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Authority.  Particulars  of  these  are  given  later  in  the  Report. 

Forty  seven  seamen  were  examined  at  the  Static  Mass  Radiography  Unit  during 
the  year  and  since  the  inception  of  the  scheme  the  number  of  seamen  who  have  been 
examined  at  this  Unit  is  as  follows

Throughout  the  year  166  samples  of  water  were  obtained  from  various  shore 
points  and  were  sent  for  bacteriological  examination.  Eight  of  these  proved 
unsatisfactory  and  more  details  about  these  will  be  found  in  the  section  of  the 
Report  dealing  with  Water  Supply. 

Water  samples  taken  from  ships  totalled  197,  35  of  which  proved  unsatisfactory. 
70  of  these  samples  were  taken  from  British  ships,  12  of  which  were  unsatisfactory 
representing  and  127  samples  were  from  foreign  ships  with  23  of  them  giving 
an  unsatisfactory  result,  representing  18.1$. 

Your  Food  Inspectors  dealt  with  over  5,897  tons  of  Imported  Foodstuffs  of  a 
greater  variety  than  hitherto  but  once  again  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  only 
Just  over  one  and  a half  tons  necessitated  condemnation  as  being  unfit  for  human 
consumption.  The  greater  variety  of  imported  foods  landed  made  it  necessary  to 
increase  the  number  of  samples  submitted  for  analysis,  both  to  the  Publio  Health 
Laboratory  and  to  the  Public  Analyst.  In  all  46  samples  were  analysed,  and  as 
will  be  observed  from  my  Report,  comments  were  made  by  the  Public  Analyst  on  three 
of  the  samples  submitted.

Exoessive  smoke  emission  from  ships  oontrary  to  the  Clean  Air  Aot, 

1956  and  the  Dark  Smoke  (Permitted  Periods)  (Vessels)  Regulations,  1958 
were  observed  on  seven  oooasions,  but  in  all  oases  on  representation  the 
nuisanoes  were  immediately  abated,  thus  avoiding  the  necessity  of  legal 
proceedings. 

No  applications  were  made  by  the  Masters  of  foreign  ships,  under  the 
Dangerous  Drugs  Regulations,  19 64,  for  Certificates  to  purohase  drugs. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  two  of  the  constituent  members  of  the 
Authority,  namely  Porthoawl  Urban  Distriot  Counoil  and  Penybont  Rural 
Distriot  Counoil,  took  advantage  of  the  offer  made  by  your  Authority  earlier 
in  the  year  to  provide  their  Student  Public  Health  Inspectors  with  theoretical 
and  praotioal  instruction  in  all  aspects  of  Port  Health  work.  One  student 
from  each  Authority  worked  with  your  Inspectors  for  a week. 

In  oonolusion,  I wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman,  the  Port 
Health  Committee,  the  Officials,  the  Staff,  the  Offioers  of  H.M.  Customs  and 
H.M,  Immigration,  the  Offioers  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food,  the  South  Wales  Sea  Fisheries  Distriot  Committee,  the  Officials  of  the 
British  Transport  Dooks  Board,  the  Neath  Harbour  Commission,  the  National 
Union  of  Seamen,  the  Looal  Shipping  Federation  Dootors  and  Officials,  the 
Pilots  and  Looal  Shipping  Agents,  Superintendents  of  the  Various  shipping 
firms  and  Surveyors  of  the  Ministry  of  Transport,  for  their  great  assistance 
and  willing  help  at  all  times.

SECTION  V - WATER  SUPPLY 

1 . Source  of  supply: - 

(a)  the  district 

All  the  docks  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Authority  receive 
their  water  supplies  from  the  West  Glamorgan  Water  Board. 

Port  Talbot  docks  have  an  additional  supply  from  the  Cwmbrombil 
Reservoir  which  is  owned  by  the  Margam  Estate  and  under  the  control 
of  the  British  Transport  Docks  Board  as  soon  as  it  enters  the  dock. 

All  water  from  these  sources  is  chlorinated. 

(b)  Shipping 

Water  mains  are  laid  throughout  the  dooks  and  shipping  is  supplied 
by  hydrants  which  are  situated  on  the  quayside  at  all  berths. 

The  only  exception  are  certain  berths  in  the  Neath  River.  Ships 
bound  for  these  berths  are  advised  before  arrival  to  take  on  sufficient 
water  supplies  before  docking.  If,  in  spite  of  this  warning,  they  need 
water,  they  can  only  get  some  by  seeking  the  help  of  the  Glamorgan 
County  Fire  Service  who  will  then  deliver  water  in  a Fire  Tender  to  the 
ship,  the  supply  coming  from  the  West  Glamorgan  Water  Board.  The  number 
of  ships  receiving  water  in  this  way  during  the  year  was  8. 

2.  Reports  of  tests  for  contamination 

(a)  Shore  Sampling 

In  all  166  samples  of  water  were  taken  during  1967  from  varying 
points  throughout  all  the  docks  in  your  area  and  were  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination  to  the  Director  of  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service,  Swansea.  In  the  event  of  any  of  them  being  proved 
unsatisfactory,  a copy  of  the  report  is  sent  to  the  Engineer  to  the 
West  Glamorgan  Water  Board  and  in  the  case  of  the  Port  Talbot  Docks 
to  the  Dock  Manager,  British  Transport  Docks  Board.  The  local  Medioal 
Officer^of  Health  is  also  notified.

REPORT  ON  WATER  SUPPLY  - POCKETS  WHARF.  SOUTH  DOCK.  SWANSEA 

A sample  of  drinking  water  taken  on  19th  June  from  the  s.s.  "Bristol 
Queen"  was  submitted  to  the  Publio  Health  Laboratory  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  was  later  reported  on  as  being  unsatisfactory  due  to  a 
high  bacterial  oount*  As  is  the  routine  practioe,  the  ship  was  informed 
and  advised  to  ohlorinate  the  fresh  water  tank  before  taking  on  a fresh 
supply  of  water  for  drinking  purposes  and  this  procedure  was  carried 
out.  At  the  same  time  the  ship  was  informed  that  a repeat  sample  would 
be  taken  on  28th  June  and  that  arrangements  would  be  made  for  samples  of 
shore  water  to  be  taken  from  the  hydrants  at  Pookets  Wharf,  South  Dock 
at  which  points  the  ship  usually  took  on  its  fresh  water  when  at  Swansea. 

This  was  carried  out  and  when  the  shore  samples  were  taken  it  was 
observed  that  the  hydrant  pits  were  in  3uch  a damaged  condition  that  the 
possibility  of  contamination  was  very  likely  and  these  observations  were 
passed  on  by  letter  to  the  Engineer  to  the  West  Glamorgan  Water  Board. 

The  result  of  the  repeat  sample  from  the  ship  was  suspicious  due 
to  a high  bacterial  oount  and  the  two  samples  from  the  shore  were  both 
unsatisfactory,  one  due  to  the  presence  of  B.  Coli  (faecal)  and  the  other 
due  to  a high  bacterial  oount. 

The  ship  was  again  notified  and  repeated  the  chlorination  of  its 
fresh  watjr  tank.  They  also  informed  the  Authority  that  until  further 
advised,  they  would  discontinue  taking  fresh  water  from  the  shore 
hydrants  in  this  particular  area.  Theywere  acquainted  that  a third 
sample  would  be  taken  after  re-chlorination. 
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REPORT  ON  WATER  SUPPLY  - POCKETS  WHARF.  SOUTH  DOCK,  SWANSEA. - 

(Continued) 

The  West  Glamorgan  Water  Board  were  advised  and  given  copies  of 
the  Bacteriologists*  reports  and  were  given  notice  that  further 
samples  would  again  be  taken  on  3rd  July  from  the  two  hydrants  previously 
sampled  and  also  from  the  hydrant  on  the  approach  jetty  to  the  South 
Dock. 


These  samples  were  obtained  on  this  date  as  well  as  the  further 
sample  from  the  s.s.  "Bristol  Queen"  which  had  on  this  occasion  taken  on 
its  fresh  water  from  Ilfraoombe.  The  three  shore  samples  all  proved 
satisfactory  but  the  ships'  sample  was  again  unsatisfactory  due  to  the 
presence  of  B.  Coli  (faecal).  The  ship  was  again  advised  of  this  report 
and  chlorination  of  the  fresh  water  tanks  carried  out. 

Meanwhile,  a further  nine  samples,  over  a period,  were  taken  from 
the  shore  hydrants,  only  one  of  which  proved  doubtful.  All  the  samples 
taken  from  the  hydrants  to  the  approach  Jetty  have  proved  satisfactory 
and  it  is  the  intention  of  the  ship  in  the  future  to  either  take  fresh 
water  from  another  port  or  else  from  the  approach  Jetty  to  the  South 
Dock.  The  ship  operates  from  the  South  Dock  only  during  the  summer 
season  and  observations  will  again  be  oarried  out  during  the  summer  of 
1968. 

REPORT  ON  WATER  SUPPLY  AT  THE  PRINCE  OF  WALES  DRY  DOCK,  PORT  TALBOT  AND 
DOCKERS  CANTEEN.  TALBOT  WHARF,  PORT  TALBOT 

A sample  of  drinking  water  taken  from  a tap  outside  the  Store  in  the 
Prince  of  Wales  Dry  Dock,  Port  Talbot  Docks  on  31st  July  was  submitted 
for  bacteriological  analysis  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory. 

On  Zfth  August  a report  was  received  from  the  Laboratory  stating  that 
the  water  was  "unsatisfactory  for  drinking  purposes"  by  reason  of  the 
presence  of  a high  B.  Coli  (faecal)  count.  Immediately,  the  Dock  Manager 
at  Port  Talbot  Docks  was  telephoned  and  advised  that  until  further  notice, 
consumers,  including  shipping,  in  that  particular  area  should  boil  all 
water  for  drinking  purposes.  He  was  informed  too,  that  samples  would  be 
taken  more  frequently  within  the  area  and  that  he  would  be  advised  again 
as  soon  as  satisfactory  results  were  maintained. 

The  Dock  Manager,  on  the  same  day,  issued  a notice  to  this  effect 
to  all  consumers  in  the  area. 

At  the  same  time,  the  West  Glamorgan  Water  Board  were  informed  as 
well  as  the  Medical  Officer  to  the  Port  Talbot  Corporation.  The  latter, 
at  our  request,  agreed  to  arrange  for  the  Port  Talbot  Corporation  Public 
Health  Inspector  to  be  present  and  to  take  repeat  samples  at  the  same  time 
as  your  Inspector. 
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REPORT  ON  WATER  SUPPLY  AT  THE  PRINCE  OF  WALES  DRY  DOCK,  PORT  TALBOT  AND 
DOCKERS  CANTEEN.  TALBOT  WHARF.  PORT  TALBOT  - (Continued) 

Nine  further  repeat  samples  from  points  within  this  area  were  taken 
by  each  Authority  between  7th  August  and  lAth  August.  By  the  17th  August 
all  these  samples  were  reported  as  being  satisfactory  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  and  similar  reports  were  received  by  the  Port  Talbot  Corporation 
regarding  their  samples.  In  view  of  this,  it  was  considered  safe  to  notify 
the  Dock  Manager,  Port  Talbot  Docks  that  he  could  now  withdraw  the  precautions 
that  were  being  taken  and  routine  sampling  would  be  resumed. 

This  the  Dock  Manager  did  by  issuing  a further  notice  cancelling  that 
of  ifth  August. 

A similar  incident  took  place  within  the  same  area  on  13th  November 
when  a routine  sample  taken  from  a tap  in  the  Dockers  Canteen,  Talbot  Wharf, 
Port  Talbot  Docks  was  reported  by  the  Bacteriologist  as  unsatisfactory  due 
to  a high  bacterial  count. 

Again  the  West  Glamorgan  Water  Board,  the  Medical  Officer  to  the  Port 
Talbot  Corporation,  and  the  Dock  Manager,  Port  Talbot  were  informed  and  the 
latter  was  advised  to  take  the  usual  precautions  which  he  did  by  notice 
dated  21st  November. 

Six  repeat  samples  were  taken  between  15th  November  and  23rd  November 
and  as  all  these  were  reported  by  the  Bacteriologist  as  being  highly 
satisfactory  the  Dock  Manager,  Port  Talbot  was  advised  that  the  precautions 
being  taken  by  consumers,  including  shipping, in  the  area  were  no  longer 
necessary  and  that  routine  sampling  would  be  resumed. 

REPORT  ON  WATER  SUPPLY  - PORT  TALBOT  DOCKS  (West  End) 

A routine  sample  of  water  taken  on  23rd  October,  from  a tap  outside  the 
Stores  at  Rees  and  Kirby's  Workshop  (West  End)  was  reported  by  the  Bacter- 
iologist as  being  unsatisfactory  for  drinking  purposes  due  to  presence  of 
B.  Coli  (faecal) 

The  West  Glamorgan  Water  Board,  the  Medical  Officer,  Port  Talbot 
Corporation  and  the  Dock  Manager,  Port  Talbot  Docks  were  all  notified. 

Six  repeat  samples  were  taken  within  the  vicinity  between  26th  October 
and  2nd  November  and  all  proved  satisfactory  with  the  exception  of  a last  one 
taken  on  2nd  November  from  a tap  outside  the  Stores  at  Unit  Superheater  and 
Pipe  Co.  Ltd.  This,  the  Bacteriologist  reported  was  again  unsatisfactory  due 
to  the  presence  of  B.  Coli  (faecal). 

The  three  Authorities  mentioned  above  were  again  notified  of  this 
unsatisfactory  result. 

Seven  further  repeat  samples  were  taken  in  this  area  but  it  is  pleasing 
to  report  that  they  were  all  satisfactory. 
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The  frequency  of  the  unsatisfactory  results  of  drinking  water  samples 
taken  within  the  Port  Talbot  Docks  has  caused  some  concern  and  as  a result 
of  approaches  made  to  the  Engineer  to  the  West  Glamorgan  Water  Board, 
certain  suggestions  that  he  has  made  have  been  passed  on  to  the  Dooks 
Manager  of  the  Port  Talbot  Docks  and  these  are  now  under  consideration. 

(b)  Ship  Sampling 

During  the  year  197  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  Ships  and  were 
submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination. 
Whenever  an  unsatisfactory  report  is  received  a copy  of  the  report  is  sent 
to  the  Owners  or  Agent  with  the  advice  to  have  the  water  tank  concerned, 
properly  treated  by  chlorination,  emptied  and  then  refilled  with  wholesome 
water.

Further  particulars  regarding  some  of  the  oases  of  notifiable  and  other 
infectious  diseases  landed  from  ships  are  as  follows:- 
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PNEUMONIA 

The  m.v.  ''British  Renown"  arrived  at  Swansea  on  29th  January  from 
Bombay  and  was  visited  on  arrival  by  your  Deputy  Port  Medical  Officer 
who  examined  all  on  board.  The  Radio  Operator  with  a face  and  arm  infection 
and  a high  temperature  was  referred  to  the  Federation  Doctor.  Later  the 
patient  developed  a cough  and  on  31st  January  was  admitted  to  Morriston 
Hospital  as  a case  of  pneumonia.  He  remained  in  hospital  until  his  discharge 
on  1st  March  when  he  proceeded  to  his  home  in  Belfast. 


MEASLES.  MUMPS  AND  INTERMITTENT  DIARRHOEA 


The  British  s.s.  "Nevasa"  arrived  at  Swansea  on  17th  June  from  Madeira 
and  Teneriffe  following  an  educational  cruise.  On  arrival  it  was  reported 
that  a male  student  had  developed  measles  on  3th  June,  but  had  by  then  almost 
recovered  and  was  able  to  proceed  home. 

A second  female  student  had  been  suffering  from  Mumps  since  11th  June, 
and  although  still  ill  on  arrival  had  improved  sufficiently  to  travel  home 
privately. 

A third  female  student  had  been  ill  since  8th  June  suffering  from 
intermittent  diarrhoea  and  intermittent  fever.  She  too  was  able  to  proceed 
home  privately.  The  Ships'  Surgeon  had  retained  specimens  of  this  patient's 
faeces  and  these  were  delivered  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  analysis, 
the  result  of  which  being:-  "No  pathogenic  organisms  isolated." 

All  the  necessary  precautions  were  taken  on  board. 

INFLUENZA 

The  Norwegian  m.v.  "Arabella"  arrived  at  Port  Talbot  Docks  on  25th  June, 
from  Monrovia,  no  sickness  being  reported.  On  26th  June,  a Norwegian  Messhand 
complained  of  headaches  and  high  temperature  and  was  examined  by  the  Federation 
Doctor  who  arranged  for  him  to  be  admitted  to  Hill  House  Isolation  Hospital 
for  observation  as  Pyrexia  of  unknown  origin.  The  diagnosis  was  eventually 
reported  as  an  influenzal  infection.  He  was  discharged  on  3rd  July  and 
allowed  to  proceed  home  to  Norway.  No  further  sickness  occurred. 

INFECTIOUS  HEPATITIS 

The  British  m.v.  "Devonia"  arrived  from  a North  Mediterranean  school 
cruise  on  1st  September  and  was  visited  by  your  Deputy  Port  Medical  Offioer. 

An  Indian ^Steward  was  found  to  be  suffering  from  Infectious  Hepatitis  end 
arrangements  were  made  for  him  to  be  removed  to  Hill  House  Isolation 
Hospital  where  he  remained  until  5th  October. 
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DYSENTERY  - (Negative) 


The  Turkish  m.v.  "Mithat  Pasa"  arrived  at  Swansea  from  Turkey  via 
Hamburg  on  30th  October.  No  sickness  being  reported.  On  1st  November  a 
Seaman  was  examined  by  the  Federation  Doctor  and  certified  to  be  suffering 
from  a non-infeotious  urinary  complaint.  At  10.30  p.m  the  same  day  he  was 
admitted  to  Singleton  Hospital  with  the  following  symptoms  "Rigors,  pyrexia, 
headache,  temperature  101°,  flushed  and  feverish".  During  the  night  he  had 
diarrhoea  , oh  three  occasions  and  samples  of  his  stools  were  retained  for 
Laboratory  tests.  He  was  subsequently  transferred  to  another  hospital 
pending  the  results  of  tests  as  a suspected  dysentery  case.  He  discharged 
himself  however  and  sailed  with  the  ship  for  Antwerp. 

The  facts  of  the  case  were  transmitted  to  the  Master  of  the  ship  as 
well  as  the  Port  Medical  Officer  of  Antwerp.  Later  the  diagnosis  proved 
negative  so  this  information  was  also  transmitted  to  the  local  Agent  as  well 
as  to  the  Port  Medical  Officer  of  Antwerp. 

ACUTE  TONSILLITIS 

Information  wa3  received  from  the  Agents  that  the  Master  of  the 
British  m.v.  "Arisaig"  had  wirelessed  in  stating  that  he  had  on  board  an 
apprentice  suffering  from  Mumps.  The  vessel  arrived  at  Port  Talbot  on 
Monday  evening  18th  December  from  Narvik  and  was  met  on  arrival  by  the 
Assistant  Port  Medical  Officer  who  examined  all  members  of  the  crew.  He 
found  the  apprentice  suffering  from  Acute  Tonsillitis.  The  man  received 
treatment  from  the  Federation  Doctor  during  the  ships'  stay  in  port  and 
made  such  good  progress  that  he  was  able  to  sail  with  the  ship  when  it  left 
Port  Talbot  on  20th  December. 

TUBERCULOSIS 


The  m.v.  "British  Gunner"  arrived  from  Eastham  on  27th  July  no  sickness 
being  reported.  On  28th  July  a message  was  received  that  an  Indian  Seaman 
had  been  examined  by  the  Federation  Doctor  and  found  to  have  a cough,  blood 
in  sputum,  was  thin  and  suffering  from  lassitude.  He  had  been  referred  to  the 
Chest  Clinic  and  later  that  day  the  Consultant  certified  him  to  be  either  a 
case  of  early  Tuberculosis  or  to  be  suffering  from  an  inflamed  lesion  of  the 
lung. 

As  the  vessel  had  sailed  for  Avonmouth,  the  Bristol  Port  Health  Authority 
were  informed  by  telephone.  They  later  reported  back  that  the  Bristol 
Federation  Doctor  had  confirmed  the  case  as  Tuberoulosis  and  that  the  Seaman 
had  been  admitted  to  Ham  Green  Hospital,  Pill,  Near  Bristol  and  that  all 
contacts  had  been  x-rayed  before  the  ship  had  sailed  from  there

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SECTION  XII  - Measures  against  rodents  in  ships  from  foreign  ports 

1 . Prooedure  for  inspection  of  ships  for  rats 

The  Ratsearcher,  working  under  the  direction  of  an  Inspector,  searches 
as  a routine,  ships  from  foreign  ports  as  soon  as  possible  after  arrival 
for  any  evidence  of  rat  infestation.  Enquiries  are  always  made  as  to  mortality 
amongst  rats  on  board  and  particular  attention  during  the  search  is  paid  to  any 
excreta,  runs,  smears  etc.  as  well  as  to  any  harbourage  present  and  it  is  as  a 
result  of  such  an  inspection  whether  rat  repressive  measures  are  deemed 
necessary. 

The  same  procedure  is  adopted  prior  to  the  issue  of  a Deratting  or 
Deratting  Exemption  Certificate  in  accordance  with  Article  52  of  the 
International  Sanitary  Regulations. 

During  the  year  the  Ratsearcher  inspected  767  ships  and  evidence  of 
rodent  infestation  was  found  on  10  of  them.  One  of  these  ships  was  fumigated 
with  Hydrogen  Cyanide  and  Sodium  Fluoracetate  (1080),  a second  proceeded  to 
another  port  for  fumigation  whilst  trapping  and  the  laying  of  poison  baits  were 
carried  out  on  the  remaining  eight  ships.  In  all  seven  rats  were  destroyed.

4.  Progress  in  the  rat-proofing  of  ships 

Inspections  of  modern  ships  during  the  year  have  revealed  that  Ship- 
owners and  Shipbuilders  continue  to  pay  careful  attention  to  the  rat- 
proofing of  their  ships  during  construction,  the  result  being  most 
satisfactory. 

In  the  older  type  of  ship  whenever  harbourage  is  discovered  that  can 
be  eliminated  your  Inspectors  gladly  advise  on  the  most  suitable  method 
of  correcting  same.

The  total  weight  of  food  landed  was  over  5,897  tons  and  the  countries  from 
which  it  arrived  included  Australia,  Belgium,  Canada,  Ceylon,  Cyprus,  Denmark, 

Eire,  Germany,  Holland,  Hungary,  N.  Ireland,  Israel,  Italy,  Norway,  The 
Philippines,  South  Africa,  Sweden  and  the  United  States  of  America. 

Included  in  these  figures  are  the  1 67  landings  of  wet  fish  made  by  the  nine 
inshore  trawlers  owned  mainly  by  members  of  the  Swansea  Trawler  Owners  and  Fish 
Merchants  Association,  Ltd.,  who  are  now  the  tenants  of  the  Fish  Market  at  the 
South  Dock,  Swansea,  since  the  cessation  of  the  activities  of  the  Consolidated 
Fisheries,  Limited. 

The  60,203,  stones  of  fish,  valued  at  £38,217,  landed  by  these  trawlers  were 
caught  mainly  in  the  fishing  grounds  of  the  Bristol  Channel  and  on  landing  were 
subjected  to  routine  inspection  by  your  Inspectors. 

The  activities  of  the  newly  formed  Association  are  most  encouraging  and  their 
future  appears  to  be  bright  especially  since  the  installation,  at  their  own 
expense  of  a refrigeration  plant  to  produce  flake  ice.  Samples  of  this  ice  and 
the  water  from  which  it  is  made  is  being  regularly  sent  for  bacteriological 
analysis.  During  the  year  19  samples  were  analysed  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
four  of  whioh  proved  unsatisfactory,  three  due  to  a high  bacterial  count  and  one 
due  to  the  presence  of  B.  Coli  (faecal).  Whenever  a routine  sample  is  reported 
as  unsatisfactory,  repeat  samples  are  immediately  taken  and  if  these  are 
satisfactory  normal  routine  sampling  is  resumed.

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THE  FOOD  HYGrIENE  (GENERAL)  REGULATIONS  i960  and  1962 

Periodical  inspections  are  made  of  the  ships  whioh  operate  a summer 
passenger  servioe  from  Swansea.  Samples  of  drinking  water  taken  from 
one  of  the  ships  proved  unsatisfactory  but  every  co-operation  was  received 
from  the  Owners  in  having  the  fresh  water  tanks  chlorinated  and  cleansed. 

Otherwise  it  was  not  necessary  to  take  any  action  as  a result  of  the 
inspections  carried  out. 

THE  FOOD  HYGIENE  (DOCKS.  CARRIERS.  ETC.)  REGULATIONS.  I960 

As  a result  of  regular  routine  visits  to  the  various  wharves,  ware- 
houses, transit  sheds  etc.  to  which  these  Regulations  are  applicable,  it 
has  been  necessary  at  times  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  Owners  and 
Tenants  to  their  obligations  under  the  Regulations,  particularly  as  regards 
to  cleanliness. 

In  the  middle  of  February,  a part  cargo  of  meat  carcases  was  handled 
at  Swansea  Docks  for  export  and  as  a result,  I found  it  necessary  to 
circularise  local  Stevedores  and  Shipping  Agents  reminding  them  of  their 
responsibilities  under  the  above  Regulations  and  acquainting  them,  that  it 
was  the  duty  of  the  Port  Health  Authority  to  enforce  and  execute  the 
provisions  of  the  Regulations. 

It  is  very  infrequent  that  such  cargoes  are  handled  in  this  port, 
nevertheless  it  is  hoped,  that  should  similar  instances  arise  in  the  future, 
these  people  will  take  heed  of  the  offer  referred  to  in  my  ciroular,  namely 
to  oonsult  your  Food  Inspectors  prior  to  making  the  necessary  arrangements 
for  the  handling  of  suoh  cargoes. 

Usually  any  complaints  made  by  your  Inspectors  were  immediately  attended 
to. 


It  should  be  mentioned  that  most  of  the  foodstuffs  landed  here  are 
paoked  or  otherwise  protected  in  such  a manner  that  the  risk  of  contamination 
of  the  food  is  negligible. 

DANSEROUS  DRUG-S  ACT.  1965 
THE  DANGEROUS  DRU&S  (NO.  2)  REGULATIONS . 1964 

No  certificates  were  issued  during  the  year  under  Regulation  13  (2) 

(a)  of  these  Regulations,  to  the  Masters  of  foreign  ships  authorising  them 
to  purohase  any  of  the  scheduled  drugs  and  preparations. 


m.v.  "TORONTO  CITY"  - (British) 


On  27th  July  information  was  received  that  on  the  above  vessel  a leak 
had  oocurred  in  the  After  Peak  Tank,  oausing  a partial  flooding  of  the 
After  Hold.  A large  consignment  of  bagged  flour  was  in  this  hold  and  the 
bottom  layers  of  bags  were  badly  damaged  by  water.  Of  this  cargo  470  bags 
were  for  discharge  at  Swansea,  the  balance  being  for  Avonmouth. 

Thirty  six,  140  Lb.  bags  of  the  Swansea  flour  were  damaged  but  for 
convenience  remained  on  board  for  discharge  with  the  other  damaged  flour 
at  Avonmouth. 

The  balance  of  flour  for  Swansea  was  discharged  here  but  later  it  was 
discovered  that  six  bags  were  in  a wet  and  mouldy  condition  and  were  detained 
as  unfit  for  human  consumption.  They  were  only  released  when  an  undertaking 
was  received  from  the  Importers  that  the  flour  would  only  be  used  for  either 
animal  feeding  or  for  the  manufacture  into  non-edible  paste. 

The  Bristol  Port  Health  Authority  were  notified  of  the  incident  and  also 
that  the  condemned  flour  was  entering  their  district.

It  has  not  been  necessary  to  take  any  action  under  the  above  Regulations. 


DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS  ACT 

Two  ships  arrived  at  Swansea  Docks  during  the  year  to  discharge  live 
animals.  The  first,  the  British  m.v.  "Bristol  City"  arrived  from  Canada  with 
one  bull  calf  on  29th  September  and  the  second  was  the  Danish  m.v.  "Helle  Skou 
which  arrived  on  4'th  October,  again  from  Canada.  This  ship  discharged  one 
Musk  Ox  and  a dozen  squirrels. 

On  each  ocoasion,  the  Borough  Police,  as  Inspectors  under  the  above  Act 
were  in  attendance  to  supervise  the  transport  and  disposal  of  all  dung,  litter 
etc.  after  it  had  been  well  mixed  with  quicklime,  to  a suitable  tipping  ground 
where  it  was  burnt  and  buried.  Later  your  Inspectors  satisfied  themselves 
that  the  part  of  the  ship  which  housed  the  animals  during  the  voyage  was 
thoroughly  cleansed  and  disinfected. 
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
